COURSE  FOR  BILINGUAL  TEACHERS 

To  improve  Ukrainian  language  instruction 
in  the  bilingual  schools  in  Edmonton,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures  at  the 
University  of  Alberta  is  offering  a special 
evening  section  of  SLAV  405  (Contrastive  Linguis- 
tics: Ukrainian- English)  in  the  spring  1978  term. 

Especially  designed  for  teachers  in  the  bilingual 
program,  the  course  reviews  Ukrainian  grammar  in 
detail,  with  special  emphasis  on  problems  encoun- 
tered in  bilingual  classrooms.  Discussions,  par- 
ticularly of  methodology,  also  feature  prominent- 
ly throughout  the  course.  Dr.  A.  Homjatkevyc 
is  the  instructor  and  guest  speakers  present 
special  lectures. 

Fifteen  teachers  are  enrolled  in  the  course; 
an  additional  two  are  auditors.  Because  the 
course  is  the  first  of  its  kind — specifically 
tailored  to  meet  the  needs  of  bilingual  teachers- 
the  Institute  has  awarded  bursaries  of  $85  to 
cover  the  cost  of  registration  for  the  teachers 
enrolled  in  the  course.  The  bursaries  are 
designed  to  ensure  initial  interest. 

The  course  was  developed  as  a result  of 
discussions  on  Ukrainian  language  instruction  for 
bilingual  school  teachers  at  a meeting  of  the 
Advisory  Council  of  the  Institute  on  November 
30,  1977.  The  Council  agreed  that  a cours'e 
which  would  review  language  and  methodology  and 
which  would  provide  teachers  with  an  opportunity 
to  share  their  classroom  experiences  would  be 
most  beneficial.  A committee,  consisting  of 
Mrs.  0.  Bilash,  Dr.  A.  Homjatkevyc,  Dr.  B. 
Medwidsky  (chairman),  and  Mr.  J.  Sokolowski, 
was  directed  to  submit  concrete  proposals. 

The  committee  envisions  the  development  of 
other  credit  courses  for  teachers  to  be 
offered  by  the  University  of  Alberta  in  the 
future . 


PROGRESS  ON  ENCYCLOPAEDIA  PROJECT 

Work  on  the  alphabetical  English-language 
Encyclopaedia  of  Ukraine  is  in  progress  in 
Sarcelles,  France.  As  reported  in  the  September- 
October  issue  of  the  "Newsletter,"  the  editorial 
committee  of  the  encyclopaedia  and  the  directors 
of  the  Institute,  which  is  sponsoring  the  project, 
met  on  October  23,  1977.  Professor  V.  Kubijovyc, 
the  editor-in-chief,  outlined  the  character  and 
scope  of  the  encyclopaedia.  It  would  not  be  an 
original  work,  but  a revision  of  the  Ukrainian- 
language  Entsyklopediia  ukrainoznavs tva . Some 
entries  would  be  condensed  or  deleted,  others 
would  be  revised  and  up-dated.  Although  the 


Encylopaedia  of  Ukraine  would  contain  only 
two-thirds  of  the  entries  in  Entsyklopediia  Ukra- 
inoznavstva,  it  would  feature  general  entries — 
synthetic  surveys  of  larger  thematic  complexes. 

The  encyclopaedia  would  stress  the  liberal  arts 
and  social  sciences — disciplines  indispensible 
for  understanding  the  past  and  present  of  Ukraine 
and  its  people. 

An  extensive  discussion  followed  the  report. 
Fond  recollections  of  the  late  Bohdan  Krawciw 
and  Vsevolod  Holybnychy  were  expressed.  Their 
demise  created  vacancies  for  which  replacements 
would  be  difficult  to  find.  The  following  assumed 
responsibility  for  coordinating  work  in  the 
disciplines  noted:  V.  Kubijovyc — geography  and 

demography,  G.Y.  Shevelov — linguistics,  A.  Ohlo- 
blyn  and  I.L.  Rudnytsky — history,  G.S.N.  Luckyj 
and  I.  Koszeliwec — literature,  I.  Koropetsky — 
economics,  L.  Shankovsky — military,  V.  Markus — 
law,  S.  Hordynsky— fine  arts,  M.  Lupul— Ukrainians 
in  Canada.  Some  disciplines  were  not  yet 
assigned  to  editors  or  coeditors  (i.e. , archaeology, 
ethnography,  church  affairs,  sociology).  Scholars 
who  are  specialists  in  the  above  areas  would  be 
invited  to  work  on  the  encyclopaedia. 

It  is  expected  that  translation  of  various 
entries  would  commence  in  summer  1978. 


INTER-PROVINCIAL  MEETING  OF  BILINGUAL  PERSONNEL 


An  inter-provincial  meeting  (Alberta-Saskatch- 
ewan-Manitoba)  of  personnel  involved  in  Ukrainian 
language  instruction  was  held  in  Winnipeg  on  February

With  continued  cooperation  of  the  kind  exhibited 
over  the  weekend,  Ukrainian  language  instruction 
can  be  assured  a pedagogically  solid  base  at  all 
levels .

After  Dr.  M.  Lupul  introduced  each  staff 
member  to  the  guests,  the  Institute's  activities, 
major  accomplishments,  and  plans  for  the  future 
were  presented,  followed  by  a short  discussion. 

Dr.  Hohol  and  Mr.  Savaryn  also  gave  brief 
addresses. 

The  meeting  closed  with  wine  and  cheese  in 
the  lounge  of  Athabasca  Hall. 


HUCULAK  LIBRARY  PROCESSED 

The  University  of  Alberta  Library  has  com- 
pleted processing  the  contents  of  the  private 
library  of  the  late  Dr.  Mykhaylo  Huculak  of 
Vancouver.  The  collection  of  over  1,000  titles 
was  donated  to  the  Institute  by  the  heirs  of  the 
deceased  — Mr.  Mir  Huculak  of  Vancouver  and 
Mr.  Erast  Huculak  of  Oshawa.  A large  portion  of 
the  books  are  new  acquisitions  to  the  university 
library.  Covering  a wide  range  of  topics,  they 
include  several  books  published  before  World 
War  I and  a number  of  publications  from  the  inter- 
war period. 

Many  of  the  materials  already  held  by  the 
University  of  Alberta  Library,  including  all  of 
the  reference  works  in  the  collection  (encyclopae- 
dias, dictionaries,  bibliographies,  etc.),  have 
been  transferred  to  the  reading  room  of  the  Cana- 
dian Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  while  the 
remainder  of  the  collection  will  be  used  to  build 
up  the  Ukrainian  holdings  of  those  libraries 
where  the  books  will  be  of  the  most  use. 

Private  collections  of  this  kind  are  of  great 
value,  for  they  usually  contain  many  out-of-print 
and  rare  books  which  are  either  unavailable  on  the 
book  market  or  are  available  only  at  great  ex- 
pense. Ukrainian  publications  from  the  pre-World 


War  I or  interwar  period  are  especially  difficult 
to  obtain,  since  they  were  frequently  published 
in  small  editions,  and  many  copies  were  destroyed 
in  the  turbulent  times.

CONFERENCE  ON  UKRAINIANS  IN  CANADA 

The  second  of  a series  of  annual  conferences 
on  Ukrainians  in  Canada  sponsored  by  the  Institute 
will  be  held  September  15-16,  1978,  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Ottawa.  Entitled  "Social  Trends  Among 
Ukrainian  Canadians,"  the  conference  will  provide 
an  interdisciplinary  forum  for  interpretations 
and  discussion  of  the  statistical  information 
compiled  by  W.  Darcovich  and  P.  Yuzyk  in  the 
manuscript  "A  Statistical  Compendium  on  the 
Ukrainians  in  Canada,  1891-1977"  (Ottawa,  1977). 

The  conference  will  begin  Friday,  September 
15,  at  2:00  p.m. , with  a panel  presentation 
by  the  researchers  chaired  by  Drs.  Yuzyk  and  Dar- 
covich. Individual  papers  by  scholars  covering 
a range  of  academic  fields  will  follow.  Included 
are  papers  by  Drs.  0.  and  J.  Wolowyna  (demography), 
University  of  Western  Ontario,  and  0.  Kuplowska 
(sociology),  Ontario  Institute  for  Studies  in 
Education.  The  conference  will  conclude  with  a 
banquet  on  the  evening  of  Saturday,  September  16. 

Proposals  for  papers  are  invited.  Oral  pre- 
sentations will  be  limited  to  twenty  minutes; 
conference  papers  will  be  published  and  will 
include  details  of  statistical  analyses.  The 
Institute  will  consider  covering  research  costs 
for  scholars  requiring  entry  into  original  data 
tapes.  Contributors  to  the  conference  will 
receive  an  advance  copy  of  the  "Compendium"  for 
research  purposes.

FIRST  INSTITUTE  PUBLICATION  ON  UKRAINIAN- 
CANADIAN  TOPIC  AVAILABLE 

The  first  English-language  publication  by 
the  Institute  on  a Ukrainian- Canadian  topic  is 
available  from  the  University  of  Alberta  Press. 
Entitled  Ukrainian  Canadians:  A Survey  of  Their 

Portrayal  in  English-Language  Works , the  study, 
by  Frances  Swyripa,  highlights  the  evolution  of 
the  Ukrainian  community  in  Canadian  society. 

The  work  commences  with  an  examination  of 
the  earliest  articles  and  reports,  which  ^re 
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limited  to  superficial  descriptions  of  pictur- 
esque but  peculiar  peasants  in  sheepskin  coats. 
Written  by  Anglo-Celts,  the  primary  concern  of 
these  reports  was  the  hasty  assimilation  of  the 
peasant  community  into  British-Canadian  life. 

In  the  inter-war  years,  a growing  appreciation 
of  the  "mosaic"  grew  and  subsequently  became 
refined  by  Ukrainians  to  stress  their  integration 
into  Canadian  society  while  retaining  their  own 
heritage.  Since  World  War  II,  English-language 
wrks  have  been  authored  predominantly  by 
Ukrainian  Canadians. 

In  the  early  70s  the  Canadian  identity  became 
defined  within  a bilingual  and  multicultural  frame- 
work. Research  on  Ukrainian  Canadians  reflected 
this  trend  and  acquired  sophistication,  becoming  a 
viable  field  of  specialization.  Today,  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  scholarhip  exists  as  a legitimate  and 
accepted  discipline  due,  in  large  part,  to  Canadian 
respect  for  ethnic  diversity. 

The  author  chronologically  examines  many 
works:  government  reports,  theses,  novels, 

magazine  articles,  and  works  by  educationalists 
and  churchmen,  in  illustrating  developments  in 
areas  of  concentration,  dominant  themes, 
emphases,  and  interpretations.  Research  con- 
ducted since  World  War  II  from  historical, 
sociological,  demographic,  and  philological 
perspectives  is  also  examined.  The  book  concludes 
with  a bibliography  of  consulted  sources,  supple- 
mented by  biographical  sketches  of  those  authors 
on  whom  information  is  available  and  a note  on 
existing  Ukrainian-Canadian  biographies.

Mrs.  Olha  Woycenko  of  Ottawa  has  been 
awarded  a research  grant  of  $1,500  to  prepare 
Volume  Six  of  The  Annals  of  Ukrainian  Life  in 
Canada.  A chronological  index  in  the  Ukrainian 
language,  it  consists  of  excerpts  from  and  sum- 
maries of  significant  articles  from  the  Winnipeg 
weekly  newspaper  Ukrainskyi  Holos  (The  Ukrainain 
Voice).  Volumes  1-5  of  the  Annals  covering  the 
period  from  1910  to  1949  have  already  been 
published;  Volume  6 will  cover  the  years 
1950-1959.

INSTITUTE  DISPLAY  AT  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE 
UKRAINIAN  PROFESSIONAL  AND  BUSINESS  MEN'S  CLUB 
OF  EDMONTON 

On  January  24  the  Ukrainian  Professional 
and  Business  Men's  Club  of  Edmonton  held  its 
annual  meeting  at  Norwood  Legion  Hall.  In  order 
to  review  the  work  of  the  Institute  for  the 
benefit  of  Club  members,  many  of  whom  have 
maintained  a strong  interest  in  its  growth  and 
development,  an  exhibit  was  mounted  which  surveyed 
the  activities  of  the  Institute  to  date.  Stres- 
sing the  important  role  of  the  Canadian  Institute 
of  Ukrainian  Studies  Foundation,  it  also  sum- 
marized the  results  of  the  fund-raising  campaign 
for  the  Foundation  in  Edmonton.

EDMONTON 


P.  A.  ROLLAND 

The  sixth  Institute  seminar  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta  was  held  on  January  19.  Dr. 

Peter  A.  Rolland,  assistant  professor  in  the 
Department  of  Slavic  Languages  spoke  on 
"Uorainica  mediaevalis  in  the  University  of 
Alberta  Library,  or  'You  Mean  We  Have  That 
in  Our  Collection?"' 

Dr.  Rolland  surveyed  the  microfilm  copies 
of  significant  Middle  Ukrainian  and  Middle 
Belorussian  printed  books  (15  - I8cc.)  which 
the  University  of  Alberta  has  obtained  from  the 
Rare  Book  Collection  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences 
of  the  Ukrainian  SSR  (AN  URSR) . They  are  presently 
housed  in  the  Micromaterials  Collection  of  the 
university  library  together  with  commentaries 
on  the  most  important  of  these  imprints. 


The  speaker  noted  that  of  the  325  titles 
obtained  from  Kiev,  the  112  from  Western 
Rus'  (Ukraine  and  Belorussia) represent  some 
of  the  oldest  centres  of  early  East  Slavic 
printing — Vilnius,  Ostroh,  Kiev,  and  Lviv. 

Among  other  ^imprints  the  speaker  noted  those 
of  Krakow  (Casoslov,  1482),  Venice  (5  Service 
books,  1519-1546)  and  Moscow  (2  Gospel  books 
and  1 Apostol  printed  before  1564).  Prominent 
among  imprints  from  Western  Rus'  are  the  Lviv 
Apostol  (1574),  the  Ostroh  Bible  (1581),  the 
Great  Lithuanian  Statute  (1583) , the  1619 
edition  of  Smotryt sky's  Church  Slavonic  grammar, 
and  the  Slu&ebnik  (1629)  and  Euohologion  of 
Petro  Mohyla.  Works  by  individual  preachers 
and  poets  include  Baranovych' s Mea  duxovnyj 
(1666)  and  Truby  stoves  (1674),  Galiatovsky' s 
Kazanja  (1660),  Kljuc  razumenija  (1663,  1665) 

Nebo  novoje  (1665),  Radyvylovsky ' s Ohorodok 
Marii  (1676),  Tuptalo's  Runo  orosennoje 
(1702).  Dr.  Rolland  concluded  that  the  collection 
represents  an  invaluable  source  of  material  for 
all  students  of  Middle  Ukrainian  and  Middle 
Belorussian  literature,  history,  and  culture.

On  February  2,  Mr.  Jaroslaw  Balan, 
a Masters'  student  in  English  at  the  University 
of  Alberta,  presented  the  seventh  Institute 
seminar  of  the  1977-78  academic  year  at  the 
University  of  Alberta > entitled  "Ukrainian-Cana- 
dian  Art:  Problems  of  Definition  and 

Prospects  for  the  Future." 


The  speaker  addressed  himself  to  the  following 
questions:  Is  there  such  a thing  as  Ukrainian- 

Canadian  art?  If  so,  how  does  one  identify  it? 

Is  it  useful  to  classify  art  in  terms  of  ethr- 
nicity  in  form  or  content?  How  does  one  make 
distinctions  between  the  definitions:  Ukrainian 

art,  Canadian  art,  Ukrainian-Canadian  and 
Canadian-Ukrainian  art?  Some  observations  were 
made  about  the  emergence  of  Ukrainian-Canadian 
art  and  the  possible  future  of  such  art. 

Mr.  Balan  attempted  to  develop  a set  of  guide- 
lines— a framework — within  which  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  art  could  be  discussed  coherently  and 
consistently.  Most  practical  examples  were 
drawn  from  literature  and  painting. 


N.  MAKUCH 

The  eighth  Institute  seminar  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta  was  held  on  February  23,  1978. 

Mr.  Nestor  Makuch,  a third  year  honors  history 
student,  spoke  on  "Russo-Ukrainian  Relations: 

March  1917 — January  1918." 

Ukrainian  political  currents  in  Rusiian- 
controlled  Ukraine  from  the  mid-nineteenth' 
century  to  1917  had  been  predominantly  federalist 
in  character.  Their  major  concern  was  the  creation 
of  an  autonomous  Ukraine  within  a democratic 
federated  Russia  built  upon  the  national  principle. 
This  national  concern  was  closely  linked  to 
social  issues  in  Ukraine.  The  predominantly  rural 
and  uneducated  Ukrainians,  occupying  economically 
inferior  positions  were  dominated  by  powerful  urban 
non-Ukrainian  elements  (mostly  Russian  and  Jewish). 

When  the  Ukrainian  Central  Rada  was  formed 
in  March  1917,  it  attempted  to  apply  its  principle 
of  federalism  to  the  contemporary  situation  in 
Ukraine.  It  encountered  strong  resistance  from 
the  Provisional  Government,  however,  and 
became  engaged  in  prolonged,  fruitless  arguments 
over  power.  This  diversion  of  the  Rada's  attention 
from  pressing  social  issues  prevented  it 
from  retaining  mass  support. 

The  speaker  examined  the  situation  and 
events  in  Russian-controlled  Ukraine  from  the 
March  revolution  (1917)  to  the  proclamation 
of  the  Fourth  Universal  (22  January  1918) , 
which  forced  the  Rada  to  break  with  its  inherited 
vision  of  a Ukraine  within  a Russian  federation 
and  to  proclaim  a sovereign  independent  Ukraine. 
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TORONTO 
D.  STRUK 

Professor  D.  Struk  of  the  Department  of 
Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  presented  a seminar  in  the 
Institute  series  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 
Entitled  "A  Thematic  Guide  to  the  Poetry  of 
Ihor  Kalynets,"  it  was  held  on  January  25. 

The  speaker  prefaced  his  remarks  with  a 
comment  that  Kalynets  probably  would  never 
write  again,  as  he  might  not  survive  incarceration 
in  Soviet  concentration  camps.  There  is  also  a 
void  of  critical  articles  on  his  poetry.  They 
have  not  been  written  in  the  USSR  due  to  his 
politics  and  the  content  of  the  poetry,  and 
appraisals  in  the  West  have  been  superficial 
and  generalized.  An  evaluation  of  Kalynets' 
poetry  is  therefore  necessary. 

Kalynets  shows  a predilection  for  the 
Ukrainian  linguistic  and  mystic  heritage  in  his 
poetry.  As  part  of  a group  of  poets  (Holoborodko, 
Stus,  Chubai)  who  differ  in  form  and  content 
from  the  poets  of  the  sixties,  he  could  be  con- 
sidered a semydesiatnyk  (poet  of  the  seventies). 
Although  influenced  somewhat  by  the  early  Tychyna 
and  Bazhan  of  the  twenties,  the  Neoclassicists — 
Rylsky  and  Zerov — and,  in  the  sixties,  by  Kostenko, 
he  seems  to  be  most  affected  by  the  imagistic 
poetry  of  Antonych,  echoing  him  in  structure, 
imagery,  and  use  of  language. 

His  early  poems  are  both  imitative  and 
original;  it  was  not  until  his  last  collection 
that  full  poetic  originality  is  displayed.  There 
exist  three  main  thematic  cycles  in  Kalynets' 
poetry.  "Cultural  glorification"  of  the 
Ukrainian  past  dominated  Kalynets'  early  period 
and  reflected  the  influence  of  Antonych  and  the 
shestydesiatnyky — a return  to  one's  traditional 
roots.  The  theme  of  "erotic  disillusionment" — 
an  angry,  mocking  eroticism— is  most  evident  in 
the  second  diistvo  (act)  of  the  collection 
Poezii  z Ukrainy  (Poems  from  Ukraine),  which  the 
speaker  felt  would  be  more  appropriately  entitled 
Vidchynennia  vertepu  (The  Opening  of  the  Puppet 
Theatre).  Here  experimentation  with  language 
form  is  in  contrast  to  the  content  of  the  poems. 
Expanded  in  the  collection  Koromwannia  opudala 
(Coronation  of  the  Scarecrow) , this  evolves 
into  a "stream  of  consciousness"  conversation 
with  conscience  where  the  importance  of  the 
metaphor  replaces  language  experimentation. 

The  erotic  disillusionment  merges  in  Kalynets' 
last  collection,  P-Ldsumovu-iuchy  movchannia , with 
the  third  thematic  cycle  of  social  protest. 

It  is  the  poems  of  social  protest  and 
"nationalist"  dissidence  which  distinguish 
Kalynets  from  his  contemporaries.  They  are 
unique  in  their  expression  in  modern  terms  of  a 
sense  of  national  pathos  which  has  not  been  seen 
in  Ukrainian  poetry  since  Shevchenko.  Nonetheless, 
Kalynets,  unlike  Shevchenko,  sees  a self-destruc- 


tive streak  in  the  Ukrainian  nation;  the  solution 
to  the  dilemma  lies  in  the  will  of  the  individual, 
not  in  the  aspirations  of  the  people. 


W.  ISAJIW 

Professor  Isajiw,  of  the  Department 
of  Sociology,  University  of  Toronto,  presented 
a seminar  on  February  9 entitled  "Class  and 
Ethnicity  in  the  Ukrainian  Group  in  Canada." 

It  elaborated  on  a theme  discussed  earlier  at 
a seminar  in  Edmonton. 

Professor  Isajiw' s presentation  centered  on  the 
question  of  whether  class  or  ethnicity  is  more 
important  in  explaining  the  behaviour  of  an  ethnic 
group.  Professor  Isajiw  outlined  the  economic-occupa- 
tional history  of  Ukrainians  in  Canada,  based  on 
official  censuses.  Although  there  has  been  a large 
and  rapid  decrease  in  the  number  of  Ukrainians 
occupied  in  farming,  Ukrainians  still  remain 
comparatively  underrepresented  in  white  collar 
occupations  and  trail  behind  the  general  labor 
force  and  most  other  ethnic  groups,  including 
other  Slavs,  in  level  of  education  and  average 
income.  The  social  standing  of  Ukrainians,  as 
viewed  subjectively  by  others,  is  quite  low — in 
the  same  category  as  Mediterranean,  Central 
European,  and  other  East  European  immigrants. 

This  could  be  attributed  to  the  class 
background  and  occupations  of  the  first  Ukrainian 
immigrants.  Before  World  War  II,  the  peasants 
from  western  Ukraine  were  funnelled  into  farming 
and  unskilled  jobs.  Their  maintenance  of 
traditional  values  delayed  social  mobility.  Not 
until  after  World  War  II,  when  Ukrainians  with 
a higher  level  of  education  arrived,  did  the  social 
composition  of  Ukrainians  become  differentiated.  -However 
due  to  their  lack  of  knowledge  of  English,  the 
absence  of  an  employment  placement  network,  and 
because  the  pre-war  Ukrainian  immigrants  were 
still  low  on  the  occupational  scale,  the  latest 
immigrants  suffered  a process  of  declassing; 
their  jobs  rarely  reflected  their  educational 
backgrounds . 

The  government  lacked  institutions  which  could 
absorb  immigrant  talents.  Hence,  the  declassed 
immigrants  entered  existing  ethnic  organizations, 
imposing  new  cultural  values  on  them.  A class 
phenomenon,  it  was  an  attempt  to  maintain  the 
status  and  prestige  they  had  possessed  in  Ukraine. 

The  emigr / organizations  acted  as  vehicles  for 
social  mobility,  especially  for  those  former 
peasants  whose  status  had  risen  as  a result  of 
political  participation.  These  organizations, 
aimed  at  cultural  ethnic  preservation  and  not 
entrance  into  Canadian  society,  articulated  group 
rather  than  individual  values.  A result  of  the 
ethnic  structure  in  Ukraine,  where  Ukrainian 
ethnicity  has  always  been  "under  seige,"  they 
overemphasized  ethnicity  as  a means  of  cultural 
perpetuation  among  Ukrainians  more  so  than 
other  ethnic  groups.  Language  was  crucial  in 
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distinguishing  the  Ukrainians  from  Poles  or 
Russians. 

The  speaker  concluded  that  to  explain  the 
socio-economic  situation  of  Ukrainians  in 
Canada  one  must  use  both  the  concepts  of  class 
(power,  prestige,  wealth)  and  ethnicity  (ancestry, 
culture,  value,  customs,  socialization). 


P.  POTICHNYJ 

On  Tuesday,  February  21,  Dr.  P.  Potichnyj 
of  the  Department  of  Political  Science,  McMaster 
University,  presented  a seminar  in  the  Institute 
seminar  series  on  the  topic  "Publications  of  the 
Ukrainian  Underground  during  World  War  II." 

The  speaker  discussed  only  the  publications 
of  the  Ukrainian  national  liberation  underground 
during  the  period  1942-1950.  The  publications, 
mostly  from  Galicia  and  Volhynia,  were  numerous 
and  varied  in  form — irregular  periodicals,  pam- 
phlets, leaflets,  books,  anthologies — and  content — 
from  belles-lettres  to  political  propaganda, 
including  many  military  training  manuals.  Most 
were  printed  by  ditto  machine.  The  only  existing 
bibliography  of  these  publications  is  Sproba 
bibliohrafii  ukrainskykh  pidpilnykh  vydan  (A 
Preliminary  Bibliography  of  Ukrainian  Under- 
ground Publications)  by  Lev  Shankovsky. 

Many  of  the  publications  were  reprinted  after 
the  war  by  various  emigre  nationalist  groups. 

Most  of  the  publications,  however,  are  not 
available.  Many  are  in  Soviet  or  Polish  secret 
archives  or  are  still  stored  in  hiding  places, 
although  some  can  be  found  in  emigre  archives  in 
the  West. 

The  speaker  focused  on  the  publications  of 
three  major  groups — Orhanizatsiia  Ukrainskykh  Na- 
tsionalistiv  (OUN)  (Organization  of  Ukrainian 
Nationalists),  Ukrainska  Povstanska  Armia  (UPA) 
(Ukrainian  Insurgent  Army) , Ukrainska  Holovna 
Vysvolna  Rada  (UHVR)  (Ukrainian  Supreme  Liberation 
Council).  Division  of  these  publications  by 
group  is  often  artificial,  since  many 
were  prepared  in  collaboration  among  the  various 
groups,  and  often  by  the  same  people.  However, 
political  differences  do  exist.  The  speaker 
listed  the  titles  of  available  periodicals, 
years  of  publications,  and  number  of  issues. 

The  OUN  published  27  periodicals  between  1941 
and  1950;  the  UPA — 11  between  1943-50;  the 
UHVR— 3 between  1944-45. 

The  underground  publications  are  of  great 
importance  in  understanding  the  socio-economic 
situation  in  Ukraine  during  the  war.  They  reflect 
the  political  orientation  and  the  development 
of  ideology  and  strategy  by  the  OUN  and  UPA  and 
illustrate  their  well-developed  propaganda  machines. 


They  also  underscore  the  problems  of  the  under- 
ground— their  mistakes,  illusions,  isolation, 
and  lack  of  information.  The  speaker  felt  that 
to  better  understand  the  period,  more  attention 
should  be  given  to  these  publications. 


SEMINARS  ON  UKRAINIAN  AFFAIRS  IN  TORONTO 

A seminar  series,  co-sponsored  by  the  Toronto 
office  of  the  Institute  and  the  Ukrainian  Profes- 
sional and  Business  Club  of  Toronto,  has  been 
organized  to  examine  the  past  and  present  of 
Ukraine  as  well  as  the  organizational  tasks 
facing  the  Ukrainian  community  in  Canada.  Matters 
that  have  always  been  of  concern  to  Ukrainian 
Canadians — Ukraine,  Ukrainian  minorities  in 
Eastern  Europe — are  to  be  discussed.  Special 
emphasis  is  placed  on  practical  suggestions, 
proposals,  and  policies.  The  papers  presented  will 
be  considered  for  publication  in  the  Institute's 
Journal  of  Ukrainian  Graduate  Studies  to  stimulate 
further  discussion  and  analysis.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Toronto  community  initiative  will  en- 
courage other  localities  throughout  Canada  to  do 
the  same.

0.  BILASH 

Mrs,  0.  Bilash,  bilingual  coordinator  in  the 
Institute,  presented  a public  seminar  on  bilingual 
education  in  non-official  languages  on  February 
23.  Sponsored  by  Winnipeg  School  Division  No.  1, 
the  seminar  also  featured  a presentation  by  Mr. 

Rif kin,  principal  of  a private  Hebrew-English 
school  in  Winnipeg,  who  described  the  program  in 
his  elementary  school. 

Mrs.  Bilash  examined  the  role  of  governments, 
universities,  provincial  departments  of  culture 
and  education,  consultants,  teachers,  parents, 
and  ethnocultural  community  organizations  in  the 
development  and  support  of  a bilingual  program. 

The  nature  of  Edmonton's  English-Ukrainian 
bilingual  program  was  outlined  and  the  variables 
which  can  be  changed  to  meet  local  needs  were 
highlighted.  She  also  listed  some  of  the  dif- 
ficulties encountered  in  the  program  and  de- 
scribed how  they  were  being  countered.  A 
lengthy  discussion  about  the  financial  aspects 
of  such  a bilingual  program  ensued. 

Large  delegations  from  the  Ukrainian  and 
Chinese  communities  attended. 


Mrs.  0.  Bilash,  bilingual  coordinator,  attended 
the  western  regional  conference  of  the  Canadian 
Association  for  Curriculum  Studies  held  on  February 
16-18  in  Saskatoon.  The  conference  discussed 
multiculturalism  in  education  and  featured  the 
Hon.  N.  Cafik,  Minister  of  Multiculturalism,  the 
Hon.  A.  Blakeney,  Premier  of  Saskatchewan,  and 
former  Prime  Minister  J.  Diefenbaker  as  guest 
speakers.
